When Lord Ward replied to Princ* 
Schwartxeaberg s Hippaat remark oa ths 
bad Praach of English diplomatists by th* 
apology " that we had not enjoyed ths 
advantage of having our capital cities bo 
often oeeupied by French troops as some of 
our neighbor*," he uttered not merely n 
smart epigram but a great philosophical 
truth. It was not alone that we had 
aot possessed the opportunity to p ck up 
an accent, but that w* had aot subor- 
diaatcd our miad* aad habit* to French 
modes aad ways of thought, and that th* 
tone and temper of the French people had 
aot beea beaten into us by the roll of a 
French drum. One may buy aa accom- 
plishment too dearly it is possible to 
pay too much even for a PanaiaB pro- 
nunciation. Not only have 1 n*r*r 
found a linguist a man of emineaee, but 
I have a*ver«**ea a linguist who talked 
well. Fluent they ar*, of course. Like 
th* Steehnadel gua of the Pruaaiana, 
they eaa firs without ceesaiioa; but, like 
the situs weapon, they are comparatively 
aimless. It is a Jtu roulanl, with pl*aty 
of noise aad some smoke, but very "few 
caeaulli** aoaounce the auccess. 

Th* greatest linguist of modern Europe, 
Meiiofaeti, was a most inferior maa. Of 
ths countries who** dialect he spoke to 
perfection he knew aothiag.

I find U very hard not to 
b* personal just now, and giv* a Hat — 
it would be a loag oae— of all th* tire- 
some people I kaow, who talk four, five, 
acme of them six, modern languages per- 
fectly. It i* oaly with aa effort I abstain 
from mentioning the names of some well- 
kuowa men, who are the charming people 
at Rome and Vienna every Winter, and 
each Summer sr* th* delight of Ems, of 
Berlia. aad of techi. What tyrants th* 
fellows ar*, too, over th* men who hav* 
not got tbeir gift of tougu** ' How they 
out-talk them aad overbear them' With 
what aa iasolsat confidence they fall back 
upon th* petty superiority of their fluency, 
aad lord it over ihoee who ar* immeasura- 
bly their masters! Just aa Blondin 
might run along th* rigging of a three- 
decker, aad pretead that his agility sali- 
tled him to command a squadron.

vator lor Terreoultor) we had aa opportu- 
nity sf sxamiaiag during a visit which we 
mads lo ibe farm of E. li. Wilcox, Esq, 
who had recently received oae of these mn- 
ohiues for trial. Wheu we first saw it, it 
wee boxed up; but, ia ths course of aa hour 
we had it s*t up, aad ia complete ruaniug 
order. This uiaohiue waa calculated lo 
work with two horses, aad turaed up a 
tw*uty-inoh strip of land to th* depth of 
eight inch**. The working machine runs 
on wheele, on lhe axle-tree of which is a 
larg* cylinder behind this is a smaller 
on* ; and over both pass chains of a pecu- 
liar construction, of < malleable* caat-iroB.

rnnsHviHO Roots — It is the greatest 
postib e mistake to store roots in a dry con- 
dition, and free from soil ; they die and then 
rot, the name as we ourselves should when 
our vitality had departed. They are never 
in a better condition to store than when the 
■ticking elay comes up attached to the roots 
of the bulb— the more clay the betur. \ ou 



will find this clay full of fine white living 
fibers, proving that the vitality of tbe plant 
still remains. Your great object should be 
to keep this earth and these fibers in a moist 
condition, by preventing evaporation. 
Nothing will do this better than soft barley 
straw, not loosely and carelessly thrown on 
Ihe clamp, bnt laid straight as thatch. The 
coat is only ninepenee per acre, 
shillings an a clamp, and it may 
save many tuns of room from rotting. Hav- 
ing thatched the clamp, ws then cover it 
well with earth that has been plowed up 
round the clamp, leaving come pipe holes at 
the top. it is a great mistake to throw the 
mangel or roots into email heapa on the field 
when pulled, and let them lie waiting for 
carting. The earth geU dried and falls 
from them en a second handling. They 
ought to be pulled, thrown into the cart, aad 
conveyed to the clamp. I look upon this as 
most important, the earih attached to the 
rooU being retained. 

I observed to-day that the mangel bulbs 
taken from the clamp had the wet clay stick- 
ing to the roots, the bulb being as juicy,

When 1 landed at Fernando Po, in Sep- 
tember, ls<.0, 8anta Isabel, the harbor town, 
was tbe only settlement of the new Span- 
ish colony. Pallid men were to »»e seen 
ruidly sitting iu their verandas, or 
sionally crawlitg abou' the grassy 
Is, each with a cigarette banging to 
the lower lip. My lodgings being un- 
pleasantly near a military hospital, tbe 
break lir : table was frequently enliven*! 
by tbe spectacle of something covered with 
a blanket being carried in. and something 
within a deal box being carried out on tour 
men s should'rs. The Europeans died per- 
sistency iu the dry season lroni November 
to April. After three years' service, out of 
one hundred and fifty-five picked young 
linesmen, only forty-seven returned to 
Spain, the rest being either invalided or 
having fa'len victims to tbe climate. Tbe 
witnessed tbe destruction ot the ne- 




gro Uhfradut and the ex -English colonists. 
At length, in March, IMS, yellow fever, tbe 
gift of the Uraud Bonny Uiver. fell upon 
us, nnd in two monthi swept of) seveuty- 
eight out of a grand total of two hundred 
nnd ti ty whites.

"This odika it a rick, dark vegetable 
gravy, obtained from the kernel of a wild 
mango, whinb, when uounded, molded 
into ihe thape of a pyramid aud tmoked, 
is not unlike in appearance to tbe cakes 
of greaves with which dogs are fed, and 
will keep at long.

When Goethe 
was attacked, whea he took ao part in 
the patriotic movement which led to tbe 
war of tierman independence, he repiied, 
"I love my country, but I cuunot bate 
the French ' S*o Hawthorne, loving the 
North, but not baiiag the South, foil 
aeir altogether out of harmoay with the 
paasioa of the hour. If he spoks his owe 
miad frealy, be was thought by thoee 
:t rou ad him to be wanting ia attachment 
ia hie country Aud therefore, seeing 
that I though sympathitiag wilh tke 
eaaae which al leeet waa kit cause also 
— could aot look upon it after tbe fushioa 
of Aoienea, he seemed lo lake i pleasure 
ia talking lo me about his views. Maay 
are ibe couvereatieas that I have had 
with him, both about Ihs war

expreea tht philoeophy to which Haw- 
thorne wet thut borae imperceptibly. 
Uajustly, but yet aot unreasonably, bo 
was looked upon as a pro-slavery man, 
and suspected or Southern sympathies. 
In politics ho waa alwayt halting between 
two opinieni ; or, rather, holding oae opin- 
ion, he could never summon up his cour- 
age to adhere to il aad it. only. 
■AWTaonna's rasTiDioi-sN 
Moreover, if 1 nm to spenk the truth, 
the whole nature or Hawthorne shrank 
from tke rough wenr nnd tear inseparab 
from the great popular movement, or any 
kind. Hia keen observant intellect served 
to show kim the weakness and vanities 
and vulgaritiss or the whole olass or re- 
formers. Hs reoogaiisd that thsir works 
were good ; he admired the thoroughness 
hs oould aot imitate ; but somehow the 
details of popular agitation were strange- 
ly offonaivo to him. t>n one occasion 1 
waa present with Hawthorne nl 
pica to, 

thoa aew republican Con 
sembled. Mnny or them were men who 
had eaaae raw from the Western Steiss, 
with all the maantrs and customs of 
thoee half-oivilised communities. There 
wee n good deal of ho roe play and rough 
joking, and good-humored vulgarity, tuf- 
ficient to amuse, without aaaoyiag, aay 

ecsae seemed i no x preset vcly disagreeable 
aad repuleive, aad 1 ahall never forget the 
expression of ialeoee disgust wilh which 
he turned to me, after a leading Senator 
bad enlivened tbe day by telling a vary 
etory ia front or a bar where we 
liquoring, end whispered, "How 
would you like to see the Lord Chnncellor 
or Kaglnnd mnking n fool of himself in a 
pot houae 1 

And so this fast idiousness often, I think, 
obscured the usual accuraoy of hia judg- 
ment. Tbe impression, for instance, mads 
upon him by the personal maansr and be- 
havior of Presidsnt Lincoln was so in- 
consistent with hia awn ideas of dignity, 
thnt ha longed, nt 1 know, to describe 
him aa he really appeared, and only foiled 
to do so, in kit " Sketches of the War, 
in consequence of the representation of 
hia friends. Still, I can recall how, after 
ho had been describing lo ma the im- 
ereeaiou left upon him by hia visit to tbe 
White Houae, aa eminently characteristic 
doubt oroeaod bit mind aa to wheiher he 
waa aot ia the wrong. "Somehow,' he 
said, though why 1 oould never discern 
I havs always observed that the popular 
instinct chooses the right man at the right 
lime. But then," he added, "ee you have 
teen Lincoln 1 with you could have teen 
Pierce, too ; you would have seen a real 
geatUmaa. 

Thus, about the whole question of the 
wnr, Hawthorne s mind was, I think, al- 
wayt hovering between two vitwt. He 
sympeihised with the wnr in principle, 
but itt inevitnble accceeeriea — the blood- 
shed, the bustle and, above all perhaps, 
ibe buncombe which accompanied il — 
were to him absolutely hateful. Never 
waa a man more strangely misplaced by 
fate lhau Hawthorne in that revoluiion- 
sry war-time. His elear, powerful intel- 
lect dragged bim one way and his deli- 
cate, sensitive taste the other. That he 
w aa not in harmoay with the tone of his 
countrymen waa to bim a real trouble, 
aad he envied keenly the uodoubting fnith 
in hia justice of their cause, whioh waa 
ed by the brother men of loiters 
whom he lived. To any one who 
knew tke mnn, the mere fact that Haw- 
thorne should have been able to make up 
his miad to the righteousness and expe- 
diency of the war at all, is evidence of ihe 
strength of that popular passion whioh 
hai driven the North into conflict with 
the South. 

It wee curious to me al tba time to see 
how uaiverenl this conviction or the jus- 
ties of the wnr was among the American 
people. A mnn lets likt Hawthorne than 
hia rriend and compaaioa Ticknor eea not 
well bo conceived A shrewd, kindly man 
or buainess, with little sentiment in his 
disposition, he valued, and was valued by, 
Hawthorne exactly because each poeseae- 
ed ths qualiiiee ia which the other was 
deficient. In n different way, and on dif- 
ferent grounds, lis was, perhape, naturally 
more averse to the war thaa even Haw- 
thorne himself. Ticknor, as 1 knee him, 
alwayt seemed to be a man who took life 
very pleasantly- -eminently not a reform, 
or; that every thiag was for the best in 
ihe beet poesible of worlds , aad wsll in- 
clined toward the Southeners, with whom 
ho had hid business md personal rslalions 
or old standing data 1 remember, one 
night that I passed at hit house, hit tell- 
ing me, ue we tat alone up ttairs smoking 
after the family had gone to bed, that often 
>tad often he could not get to sleep because 
he foil so wretched when he thought of the 
war then raging ia the Lad he had known 
*o peaceful and so prosperous. And yet 
he alao had, as for aa I oould learn, no 
question whatever thnt the war he de- 



Now Knglnnd blood waa routed within 
that thoughtful nature. Possibly, if my 
own eouatry were in trouble and on the 
very verge or ruin, 1 should not be nblo 
to tnko e© lighily the few bitter half-trulha 
whieh Hawthorao wrote about Knglnnd 
end itt people. Happily, we are strong 
enough not to feel sarcasm ; nnd tvea if 
it were aot to, I, for one, should find it dif- 
ficult to hnvc anything bnt the kindliest 
mtmoriea of Nathaniel Hawthorne. The 
dnyt that 1 spent in his houae nt Concord 
ere recorded in my memory as among the 
pleasaatost or a wandering lifo. Most of 
the family happened to be away from 
, ao that our company waa a amall 
one. It wat in the first blush of an early 
tummtr, and the little New Knglnnd vil- 
lege waa at the bight of ita quiet beauty. 
The bouse, itself, lyiag beyond the village, 
nt Ihe foot or n tow hill, buried almost in 

tho/of^'^Biri^ **" 
UAWTHonan at Hons. 
In hit own home, the shyneaa which 
often rendered it difficult to gat oa with 
him teemed to fall away. To mo, at least, 
ho wat the moot courteous aad kindly of 
hosts j and I think, before the end of my 
visit, he had overcome the nervoua doubt 
whioh alwayt oppressed him, whether it 
wat poesible for anybody not to get bored 
m hit company. At I write, I recall, oao 
by one, nil the incidents of ihnt visit — the 
si rolls ia the pine wood above the house, 
where the lea vet fluttered* to and fro, aad 
the wind sighed fitfully; the >™»ffM » 

of the torpid Concord stream, watching 
the rish dnrt in and out underneath the 
rushee ; the row upon the little lake, with 
the visit to the neighbor t houses, ia that 
genial, kindly community ; nnd above all, 
the long talks at night, when everybody 
else waa asleep, and when over the cignrs 
and whisky Hawthorne would chat on 
in that low musical voice I found such n 
charm ia listening to. 

He was not a brilliant talker there are 
not many aayings of his I caa recollect 
worth repealing in themselves aa disjoint- 
ed fragments. It it difficult to annlyxe 
the charm or anything which pleaaea you; 
but if I were obliged to try to explain 
the attraction or Hawthorne s talk. 1 should 
say it lay ia the odd combination of clear, 
hard-headed sense and dreamy fancy. 
Cynical ho wat not; hit mind waa too 
large a one for anything email or mean ; 
but he wat tolerant of everything to a 
marvelous degree ; catholie in all hia judg- 
ments ; skeptionl because he saw any 
question from so maay points of visw. In 
trutk, at the time, I often fnncied thnt 
Shakspcare s conversation ia privnto life 
must have been nkin to that I heard of 
thoee evenings spent in Hawthorne s study. 

On ths last evening that I passed there. 
I remember that our talk rambled, after 
many things at men t talk often will, to the 
quettioa of what wat to happen to ua when 
lifo it ovtr. We were speaking or tht 
spirit ualitt creed, that existence recom- 
mences, under another form, the moment 
after death. " Ah, ' said Hawthorne, half 
laughing, half seriously, "I hope there 
will be a break. A couple or ti 
years or so of sleep is the least that I < 
do with before I begin life agaia. 

Thoee few wordt which I havs writtsa 
I hnve written fmnkly, knowing, or nt 
any rats believing, thnt Hawthorne him- 
self would prefer to be to written of. I 
think he knew and judged kimself with 
the same measure as he judged others. I 
recollect, aa we shook hands, for the last 
time, at the door or hit house, he said to 
me, ia parting, " I am glad for eace to 
have met aa Englishmaa who can aee 
there are two tides to tvery quettioa. 
The compliment wat undeserved enough, 
but I have sought to merit it in saying 
something of him who made it. And those 
who know him beet, and therefore loved 



his position intelligible, let me 
repeat an aeredoto which waa told mo by 
a very aear friead or his aad mine, wkie 
had heard il from Tresidsnt Pisrce him- 
self. Freeh Pierce baa been, aad wee to 
the day of Hawthorne s death, one of the 
oldest of his friends. At the lime of the

for once look part ia politico, wrote a 
pamphlet ia favor of his friend, and took 



unusual interest in kis suocesa. 
When tke result of tke nomination was 
kaowa aad Pierce waa Preaident-elect, 
Hawthorao was amoag the first to corns 
aad wiah him joy. He ant down in the 
room moodily aad sileatly, aa he was wont 
whea aay thing troubled him ; then, with, 
out epeaking a word, he shook 1'ieree 
warmly by tbe hand, and at laet remark- 
ed, •* Ak. Freak, what a pity ' The mo- 
meat the victory wat woe, that timid, 
hesitating mind saw ihe evils, of tke eae 
coeeful co u ree the advaatagce or the one 
which had not been followed. So it waa 
alwaya «»f '«» 9mW of action, ho waa 
perpetually ia doubt which waa the beat 
aad so, betweea the two, he alwayt ia- 
aliaasi to letting ihinga remnin aa they 
are.

But I wish not to wander into politics. 
I am thinking now rather ot Ihe contrast 
between those two friends one so shrewd, 
the other so simple both so kind. Their 
relation M more like that of old school- 
hoy friends than the ordinary one of au- 
thor and publisher. Ticknor was so proud 
ef II iwhorue, nnd Hawthorne wns so fond 
of Ticlnor; and yet in a relationship of 
this kind tbsrs was absolutely no less of 
dignity on either side. When 1 waa ia 
Boston, Hawthorns waa going to write— or, 
rather, was thinking of wriiiag — a novsl, 
to be brought out ia Englnn I simultane- 
ously with its production in America and 
it was iirraaged, at llawthoruet re- 
quest, that Ticknor waa to accompany 
him over to Kagland to make arrange 
menta for the sale of his oopyright. 
can recall now ths plana we 
ing nnd dining together in 
how both the men, each 
fashion, seemed to enjoy 
coming over to the old 
ihey loved so well. 

HAWTHOaXI At A lASXII. 
Here, in Knglnnd, people accused Haw- 
thorne, at I think, unfairly, for the criti- 
cisms confainol in his last book upon our 
national habile nnd oharacter. The nhuae 
waa exaggerated, after our wont; but I 
admit freely, that there were things in the 
■old Home which 1 think the author 
would not kavs written if his mind had 
not been embittered by the harsh and un- 
sparing attacks thai, ever since ihe out- 
break of the war, have been poured upon 
everything nnd everybody in the North 
With all his sensitivenees, all hia refine- 
ment, and nil hit world-culture, Haw- 
thorne waa still a Yankee in heart. He

This straage commingling of 
l.n ant objects, the inevitable visit 
quence or the absence of 
water, must impart to lunar 
rible aspect — a stern wilderness! whieh 
may aptly be termed unearthly. And 
when we seek to picture to ourselves, in 
addition to the lineaments aad ooaditioa ot 
the lunar landscape, the awful effect of aa 
absolutely black firmament, in which every 
star visible above tbe horixon would shine 
with n steady brilliancy j all causes of acia- 
tillation or twinkling being absent, aad 
these effects are due to the presence of va- 
riously hented strata, or currents, in our 
atmosphere 1 , or of the vivid and glnriag 
sunshine, with which we hnve nothing to 
compare in our subdued solar illumination, 
made more striking hy the contract of aa 
intensely black sky; if, we say, we would 
picture lo ourselves the wild and unearthly 
scene that would thus be presented to our 
gate, we must search for it in ihe recollec- 
tion of some fearful dream.
